Tells Plan 
<\ S. Morrill, head of the state bu 
reau of criminal identification and 
inv estigation, announced at Sacra­ 
mento that it is highly p ossible that 
all Californians will be called on to 
giv e up their identification. 
Morrill p ointed out th at the chief 
v alue of such a p lan is th at it makeB 
p ossible the identification of v ictims 
of amnesia 
and other 
mental ail­ 
ments as well aB criminals. 
Op inion was v aried in Santa Ana 
as to the v alue of such a p lan. 
“Why should I care?” said the 
Rev . J. A. Stev enson. “I’v e had my 
finger-p rints taken sev eral times and 
in different p arts of the world—but 
it was in the army . I don’t know 
whether the idea is feasible, but it 
would be’ a good way of help ing to 
identify p ersons in case of acct 
cents or lap se of memory . I’m -a 
fav or of such a law.” 
“ Go ing To o Far” 
The Rev . J. G. Kennedy , howev er, 
does not believ e that the idea is a 
good one. He said: 
“I am of the op inion that such a 
law would be going too far. It might 
be all right for the criminal element, 
but I can’t see any benefit in drag­ 
ging decent p eop le into it.” 
District Attorney A. P. Nelson said 
that he believ ed a finger-p rint law 
would enable officers here to keep 
tab on the floating p op ulation and 
the Mex icans.

helpful. 
For dinner m ayonnaise is 
useful not only w ith the salad hut 
as a basis of Tartare sauce with fish 
and used w ith several little appe­ 
tizers with which the dinner is be­ 
gun. 
Perhaps yon do not find it irksome 
to keep a supply of mayonnaise on 
hand by m aking it two or three

New Schedules Announced 
b y Pub lic Utilities 
Department 


The pub lic, utilities com m ittee of 
the Orange county farm b ureau has 
just 
received 
from 
the 
railroad 
commission a copy of three new 
schedules which are now effective on 
the Southern California Edison sys­ 
tem. 
One of these schedules, P-9. af- 
fects only “serve to X-ray” equip­ 
m ent and is of no direct interest 
to agricultural power users. 
Schedule P-12 directly affects ag­ 
ricultural users. 
It is to supplem ent 
Schedule 
P-6, 
which 
has 
b een 
a 
sore spot w ith m any farm ers ever 
since it b ecame effective. 
Briefly, Schedule P-12, w hich was 
originally an industrial pow er sched­ 
ule, has b een m ade applicab le to ag­ 
ricultural service to cover special 
cases where Schedule P-6 imposed 
too great a b urden on the pow er user. 
These cases are mainly w here the 
user operates his plant for only a 
very short time at intervals during 
the season or w here he has, for in­ 
stance. a 30 H. H. m otor doing only 
20 H. P. of work. 
Means Big Saving 
U nder the P-12 Schedule the readi- 
ness-to-serve charge is $5 per H. P. 
per year for the « first 10 H. P. and 
$3.50 per H. P. per year for all ab ove 
10 H. P. of connected load. 
The 
energy or K. W. H. charge is the 
same as that in schedule P-6 for this 
class of service. 
This new schedule 
results in a saving of $4 per H. P. 
per year to all those who are quali­ 
fied to operate on it. 
The third schedule of in terest to 
agricultural users is a revision of 
Schedule C-l, which may b e b riefly 
summarized as follows: 
First, a reduction of 1-2* cent per 
K. W. H. in the energy rate w ith the 
ex ception of that portion charged to 
lighting, which still rem ains at 9 
cents. 
Second, under Section B, appli­ 
cab le to flats or residences of seven 
rooms or less, the am ount of energy 
chargeab le to lighting is 
reduced 
from 30 K. W. H. to 25 K. W . H. 
Third, the introduction of a new 
section (C) to cover residences or 
flats of eight room s or more. 
Two New Sections 
Fourth, the introduction of 
two 
new sections under the minimum 
charge to cover com b inations inclu­ 
ding 
instantaneous 
w ater 
heating 
service. 
And lastly a special con­ 
dition specifying the capacity of ap­ 
pliances which may b e used under 
the various rates. 
The small power schedule rem ains 
unchanged as does the original mi­ 
nimum schedule. 
These new schedules are effec­ 
tive now. 
The P-12 schedule where 
applied to agricultural service is re­ 
troactive to April 10, 1921, and the 
C-l schedule as revised is effective 
on all m eter readings taken on and 
after Septem b er 4, 1921. 
The new C-l schedule applies to all 
users who are now receiving service 
and in addition applies to all coming 
under new section C covering resi­ 
dences and flats of eight or more 
rooms. 
Should Apply 
The P-12 schedule is availab le to 
those agricultural users who were 
unduly b urdened b y P-6 and all of 
these together w ith any others who 
think they m ight b enefit b y the new 
schedule should apply at once to the 
Edison company office in their dis­ 
trict to b e changed over to the new 
schedule and have their b ills for ser­ 
vice rendered since April 10 adjusted 
to m eet the conditions of the new 
rates. 
Full inform ation regarding these 
new schedules may b e ob tained at 
any office of the Edison company or 
at the farm b ureau office, 508 North 
Main street, Santa Ana, w here a copy 
of the new schedules is on file. 
It should b e noted that this revis­ 
ion of agricultural schedules is evi­ 
dence of activity on the part of the

NEW YORK. Sept. 21 — Arrange­ 
ments are being made to hold in 
Paris ne.rt spring an ex hibition of 
all American art activ ity , including 
not only the fine arts, such as paint­ 
ing and sculpture, but also the arts 
as applied to Industry and the deco* 
j rativ e arts, such as furnishings and 
architecture. 
It is understood that this will be 
the first time In which such a com­ 
prehensiv e 
demonstration 
of 
the 
work of American artists, designers 
and architects will be giv en to the 
people of France. 
The project is to be undertaken at 
the request of the French Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs and the announce­ 
ment is made 
by J ulian Clarence 
Lev i, of New York, who recently re­ 
turned here after a conference with 
the French authorities on that sub­ 
ject. 
Lev i was for a long time in 
Paris as an agent of the Red Cross 
and of the French-American union 
for open air schools. 
He was sec­ 
retar?’ of the committee which ar­ 
ranged the recent ex hibit of Ameri­ 
can architecture at the Paris Sa­ 
lon. 
An American committee to arrange 
for the ex hibition nex t spring has 
been organized with the following 
members: 
William Anderson, of Boston; Paul 
Cret, Philadelphia; and Charles But­ 
ler and Mr. Lev i of New York. 
It 
is intended to hold the ex hibit in 
rooms of the museum of the Louv re. 
The space to be giv en to it and the 
date hav e not y et been determined, 
but Lev i said that when 
this 
had 
been done the committee would call 
upon American artists to submit the 
ex hibits from all ov er the country 
so that the ex hibition may be truly 
national. 
The French people, he said, are 
interested 
in 
obtaining 
a 
better 
knowledge of artistic effort in Amer­ 
ica and this ex hibition is intended 
to fulfill that need.

Urges Law Enforcement

The attention given the subject of dry law en­ 
forcement by the American Bar association in its 
annual session in Cincinnati is evidence that the lead­ 
er* in the legal p rofession in the United States are 
uot indifferent to the danger threatening onr govern­ 
ment by the activities of the nullifiers. 
These attorneys and judges realize more fully 
than any other class of our citizens that if infrac­ 
tions of the p rohibition law are condoned and a 
p olicy of lax enforcement is tolerated by the govern­ 
ment, disresp ect for all law is the inevitable result. 
The bar association through its judicial section 
therefore sounds a warning to the p eop le that can 
not be misunderstood. 
Sp eaking officially for all judges this section de­ 
clared that those citizens who “disobey and scoff at 
the p rohibition law are aiding the cause of anarchy 
and p romoting mob violence and robbery and homi­ 
cide.” 
The judicial section of the bar association says 
that it is the violation of the dry law that is foster­ 
ing and encouraging crime. The p leaders for booze 
say that it is the dry law itself that is doing it. 
Naturally the remedies suggested sharp ly differ 
also. 
The booze p leaders say, rep eal the law. 
Loyal citizens are for the method p rop osed by 
the bar association which is also the government’s 
method. 
The bar association is sounding this warning and 
in p ointing the way to eliminate the danger th at 
threatens orderly government, has rendered great 
service to the nation. 
Attorney-General Daugherty's address on the sub­ 
ject of law enforcement before the association will 
p ut new heart into the forces combating the agencies 
intent up on nullifying the eighteenth amendment. 
His whole address was a ringing ap p eal for increased j 
reverence for all law and a solemn warning against 
the inevitable rnin that befalls the nation where con­ 
temp t for law is tolerated. 
Mr. Daugherty’s suggestion that “those who do 
not believe in our government and the enforcement 
of our laws should go to a country which gives them 
their p eculiar liberty,” meets with the ap p roval of 
law-abiding citizens. 
His p ositive declaration that the law will he en­ 
forced by every p ower p ossessed by the dep artment 
of justice bodes no good for those who are intent 
j 
up on restoring the liq uor traffic by the nullification 
p rocess. 
With the head of the dep artment of jus­ 
tice of the United States taking such high ground 
with reference to the enforcement of the p rohibition 
law there can be no doubt as to the ultimate out­ 
come of the contest that is now being waged against 
the booze criminals.
